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ROSH  HASHONOH  AND 
YOM  KIPPUR 

Like  lighthouses  on  the  shores  of  eternity, 
New  Year  and  Day  of  Atonement  have 
flashed  their  message  of  holiness,  and  have 
proved  potent  agencies  for  spiritual  renew- 
al, to  a hundred  generations  in  Israel.  They 
strike  the  deepest  chords  of  human  feeling 
in  the  breast  of  the  Jew  and  voice  the 
sublimest  truths  of  religion:  New  Year 

is  the  mind,  and  the  Day  of  Atonement 
is  the  heart,  of  the  Israelite’s  life. 

REPENTANCE 

The  key  to  the  understanding  of  the 
man-redeeming  message  revealed  in  the 
prayers  of  the  two  festivals  is  the  doctrine 
of  rauyn  REPENTANCE.  The  literal 
meaning  of  the  Hebrew  word  is  ‘'Return”; 
and  denotes  that  inward  change  of  heart 
which  leads  the  sinner  to  turn  from  evil, 
and  return  to  G-d.  Repentance  — the 
Rabbis  declare  — is  one  of  the  Divine 
things  that  formed  part  of  the  Heavenly 
plan  when  man  was  created,  and  it  lies  at 
the  root  of  his  life  as  a moral  being  It 
is,  therefore,  essential  to  realize  its  im- 
plications. 

The  first  of  these  implications  is  man’s 
freedom  of  will  in  the  choice  between  good 
and  evil.  Man’s  heart  is  a battlefield:  the 
leanings  of  his  better  nature  are  constantly 
opposed  by  the  Evil  Inclination  — yetzer 
hara  — the  wilful  impulse  that  induces  to 
passion,  hatred,  and  selfish  desire.  But, 
though  the  Evil  Inclination  tempts  man  to 
sin,  it  does  not  compel  him  to  do  so.  Sin 
like  some  wild  beast,  crouches  at  the 
door  of  the  human  heart,  ready  to  spring 
upon  the  man  who  gives  it  the  opportunity; 
but  he  can  rule  over  it  (Genesis  4.  7). 
Self-conquest,  self-control  and  self-discipline 
are  primary  duties,  because  man  can  always 
do  the  right  by  reason  of  his  free  will. 

Now  as  to  the  nature  of  Sin.  In  Hebrew, 
three  terms  are  used  for  various  grades  of 
wrong-doing: 


(a)  8Hri  lit-  “missing  of  the  mark,”  any 
wayward  action  due  to  carelessness,  ignor- 
ance and  error ; 

(b)  piy  lit.  “crookedness,”  a departure 
from  right  conduct  by  conscious  trans- 
gression of  Divine  commandment ; and 

(c)  lit-  “rebellion,”  deliberate  per- 
sistence in  such  departure. 

Sin  may  begin  as  an  involuntary  lapse 
into  hate  or  wrongdoing,  and  gradually 
harden  into  open  defiance  of  the  laws  of 
holiness  and  right.  For.  if  a man  yields 
ever  so  little  to  the  prompting  of  the 
Evil  Inclination,  it  soon  has  him  in  its 
power.  “The  cobweb  grows  into  a cable, 
the  passing  stranger  becomes  the  master 
of  the  house.”  But  man  need  never  assume 
sin’s  yoke.  The  ancients  told  of  distant 
islands  with  mountains  of  magnet  of  such 
power,  that  ruin  befell  any  ship  venturing 
near.  Its  iron  nails  and  fastenings  would 
fly  out,  reducing  it  to  so  many  planks  of 
wood,  bringing  death  to  all  on  board.  Sins 
there  are  that,  likewise,  unhinge  all  re- 
straints of  habit  and  education,  and  leave 
us  helpless  playthings  of  temptation.  Yet 
man  is  the  pilot  of  his  life’s  barque,  and 
can  so  steer  it  as  never  to  come  near  those 
forces  of  destruction  and  death.

If  a man  has  assumed  sin’s  yoke,  he  can 
throw  it  off.  There  is  an  overcoming  of 
sin.  In  the  domain  of  the  spirit,  the 
Ethiopian  can  change  his  skin,  and  the 
leopard  his  spots.  However,  spiritual  re- 
generation is  not  the  work  of  a moment ; 
and  many  are  the  steps  on  the  Ladder  of 
Repentance  that  are  to  be  climbed  by 
the  sinner  before  he  beholds  the  stars  of 
Divine  Pardon  and  Forgiveness- 

fa)  The  first  of  these  steps  is  the 
awakening  to  the  fact  that  our  conduct 
has  been  a going  away  from  G-d.  Confession 
is  an  essential  part  of  repentance.  Not 
that  G-d  the  All-knowing  requires  it;  but 
it  is  the  sinner  to  whom  an  honest  and 
unsparing  self-knowledge  is  indispensable. 
“The  moment  a man  is  willing  to  see  him- 
self as  he  is,  and  make  the  confession  ‘1 
have  sinned,’  from  that  moment  the  powers 
of  evil  lose  their  control  over  him”  (Mid- 
rash). 

(6)  amendment.  But  confession  is  quite 
unreal,  unless  it  is  followed  by  solemn 
resolve  not  to  repeat  the  offence.  “Let  the 
wicked  forsake  his  way,  and  t he  man  of 
iniquity  his  thoughts;  and  let  him  return 
unto  the  Lord,  and  He  will  have  compassion

EDITORIAL 

Jcwiy  on  the  American  continent  is  at 
this  moment  the  backbone  of  World  Jewry 
and  the  Jewish  State.  Notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  the  Israeli  Government  together 
with  the  Yishuv  have  displayed  extraordin- 
ary energy  to  fortify  and  strengthen  the 
Jewish  state;  notwithstanding  Israeli  hav- 
ing demonstrated  to  the  world  its  full  and 
ever-maturing  competence  for  self-rule,  we 
dare  not  be  lulled  into  an  exaggerated  op- 
timism. Ours  is  and  ours  will  be  the  duty 
during  the  days  ahead  to  energetically  sup- 
port the  State  of  Israel  and  help  meet  the 
serious  political  and  economic  threats  loom- 
ing in  Israeli’s  direction.  Israeli’s  manpower 
is  presently  mobilized  for  defense  and  be- 
cause of  which  its  potential  for  normal 
growth  and  expansion  has  been  seriously 
curtailed.  Israeli  is  bearing  an  additional 
economic  burden  by  absorbing  10.000  Jewish 
immigrants  monthly,  most  of  whom  have  to 
be  cared  for,  trained  and  adjusted  to  an 
economy  which  has  been  dislocated  because 
of  the  military  drain. 

Upon  Canadian  Jewry  will  rest  a major 
share  of  the  responsibility  for  both  moral 
and  financial  support  to  aid  Israel  weather 
YKe  tension  which  we  pray  G-d,  will  be  of 
short  duration. 

We  must,  however,  frankly  ask  ourselves 
the  question:  What  will  supply  the  motive 
power  for  our  sustained  loyalty  to  Judaism 
and  Israel.  Is  external  pressure  and  the 
feeling  of  insecurity  sufficient?  No.  For 
the  latter  is  a negative  approach  to  a 
challenge  requiring  positive  thought  and  ac- 
tion. The  basic  and  inevitable  answer  to 
the  question  is  Education;  Education  on 
the  adult  and  adolescent  as  well  as  on  the 
children’s  level;  a knowledge  of  Israel’s  past, 
an  understanding  of  Israel’s  contemporary 
problems  (financial  contributions  alone  do 
not  make  for  an  informed  people),  a prac- 
ticing appreciation  of  our  faith  and  under- 
girding principles  of  Jewish  philosophy. 
These  are  the  sources  of  Jewish  strength  and 
vitality;  these  are  the  spiritual  and  intellec- 
tual vitamins  making  for  a sturdy  and  cour- 
ageous people  living  in  the  Galuth. 


During  the  days  ahead,  I urge  our  read- 
ers to  take  advantage  of  every  opportunity 
afforded  in  our  community  for  acquiring  the 
knowledge  and  the  faith  so  requisite  to  live 
affirmatively  and  creatively  during  our 
people’s  historic  moment. 

By  attending  religious  services  more  reg- 
ularly (not  individually — but  the  family), 
by  cultivating  the  practices  of  Jewish  tra- 
dition in  our  homes;  by  bending  every 
effort  to  attend  adult  study  classes  and 
Oneg  Shabbat  Services — by  reading  books 
with  Jewish  content,  we  shall  become  trans- 
formed into  happy  and  genuinely  fulfilled 
Jews — ready  to  assume  our  rightful  and 
responsible  place  in  Israel’s  struggle  for  lib- 
eration.

BOOK  NOTES 

By  Deborah  Lifschutz 

PROUD  DESTINY.  By  Leon  Feuchtwanger. 
Macmillan  Co.  of  Canada.  1947.  625  pp. 

Proud  Destiny  is  a novel  by  Leon  Feuch- 
twanger taking  place  in  the  France  of  the 
time  of  Louis  XVI  and  Antoinette.  Amer- 
ica had  just  then  revolted  against  England, 
and  Benjamin  Franklin  had  been  sent  to 
France  to  negotiate  for  arms  and  money 
v/ithout  which  the  American  Revolution 
might  end  in  disaster-  Pierre  Caron  de 
Beaumarchois,  the  author  of  “The  Mar- 
riage of  Figaro”  and  “The  Barber  of  Seville” 
is  here  pictured  as  the  typical  Frenchman, 
a mixture  of  avarice  and  idealism,  a lover 
of  liberty  but  equally  loving  intrigue  and 
dalliance.  And  so,  the  two,  Benjamin 
Franklin  the  American  with  a wily  good 
humor  and  quiet  pertinacity,  and  Pierre 
Caron  de  Beaumarchois  the  Frenchman 
with  his  petty  weaknesses  and  fiery  spirit 
both  work  toward  the  ideals  of  liberty, 
equality  and  fraternity  with  all  the  devo- 
tion and  strength  of  their  personality  and 
souls. 

Leon  Feuchtwanger  has  succeeded  in  giv- 
ing us  a story  of  the  “struggle  of  men,  of 
words  and  of  ideas  revolving  around  an 
economic  upheaval,  of  the  blindness  of 
men  when  faced  with  the  march  of  history 
and  of  faith  in  the  slow  yet  certain  growth 
of  human  reason  between  the  age  that  has 
passed  and  the  one  that  it  to  come.”

PLAN  TO  BE  AT  THE 

HADASSAH  CARNIVAL 

MONDAY  EVENING.  NOVEMBER  15 
GATINEAU  COUNTRY  CLUB 
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TODAY  IN  ISRAEL 

90,000  Jews  were  placed  under  virtual 
arrest  as  the  Israeli  Government  sealed  it- 
seli  off  from  the  outside  world  while  its 
army  and  police  forces  rounded  up  hundreds 
of  Stern  Gang  members  in  a nation-wide 
hunt  for  the  assassins  of  Count  Folke  Berna- 
dotte. 

Count  Bernadotte,  together  with  Col. 
Andre  Serrot,  French  senior  U.N.  Observer 
in  Jerusalem  were  assassinated  whilst  re- 
turning from  Government  House.  The 
Stem  Gang  admitted  that  its  members 
killed  the  U.N.  Mediator  and  his  aide. 

This  particular  admission  came  shortly 
after  the  Government  of  Israel  outlawed  the 
Gang  and  charged  scores  of  its  members 
with  incitement  and  conspiracy  against  the 
Jewish  State. 

Moshe  Shertok,  Foreign  Minister  of 
Israel  meanwhile  cabled  the  United  Nations 
in  Paris  that  “Israel  is  adopting  the  most 
rigorous  and  energetic  measures  to  bring 
the  assassins  to  justice  and  eradicate  evil 
in  the  Holy  Land.” 

Count  Folke  Bernadotte  was  born  on 
January  2,  1895  in  Stockholm,  Sweden.  He 
was  the  son  of  Prince  Oscar,  a brother  of 
Sweden’s  King  Gustav  V. 

A Red  Cross  official  during  the  last  war, 
he  played  a most  active  part  in  three  Pri- 
soner of  War  exchanges  with  Germany,  and 
was  largely  responsible  for  saving  thousands 
of  Jewish  lives  from  Nazi  extermination 
camps. 

* * * * 

Though  the  entire  world  was  stunned  by 
Count  Bernadotte’s  shameful  assassination, 
no  editorial  could  best  sum  up  the  Israeli 
position  on  this  particular  incident  than  the 
September  20  edition  of  the  Ottawa  Citizen. 

Said  the  Citizen  in  absolving  the  Israeli 
Government,  “Count  Bernadotte  was  slain 
by  gangsters  who  are  as  much  outside  the 
law  in  Israel  as  they  would  be  in  Britain 
or  the  United  States.  The  murder  they 
committed  is  as  wholeheartedly  condemned 
by  Israeli  authorities  as  by  the  58  United 
Nations  on  whose  behalf  the  Swedish  states- 
man was  discharging  his  hazardous  mission. 
No  greater  disservice  could)  be  done  Count 
Bernadotte’s  memory  than  to  hold  the  Jew- 
ish State  in  any  way  responsible  for  the 
crime.”

Speaking  at  a meeting  of  the  American 
Zionist  Organization  at  Hotel  Pennsylvania 
in  New  York,  Dr.  Abba  Hillel  Silver  in- 
directly placed  the  blame  of  Count  Berna- 
dotte’s death  on  the  United  Nations. 

“If  the  United  Nations  would  have  sent 
an  international  army  to  Palestine  to  carry 
out  its  decisions,  then  this  shameful  murder 
never  would  have  taken  place.” 

* * * * 

Israeli  servicemen  and  women  are  present- 


ly on  a lecture  tour  of  the  United  States  to 
promote  the  campaign  for  the  United  Jew- 
ish Appeal  which  seeks  to  provide  funds 
for  the  immigration  and  settlement  in  Israel 
of  homeless  Jews  from  Europe  and  to  sup- 
port the  overseas  relief  program  of  the 
J.D.C.  as  well  as  the  activities  of  the  United 
Service  for  New  Americans. 

Well  over  a hundred  Jewish  orphans 
recently  landed  in  Palestine  from  the  Isle 
of  Cyprus.  These  same  orphans  reached 
Palestine  via  the  underground  some  time 
ago  only  to  be  headed  off  by  the  British 
Navy  at  Tel  Aviv  and  placed  in  British 
Internment  Camps. 

These  orphans  are  registered  in  Tel  Aviv 
and  sent  to  various  colonies  to  begin  life 
anew. 

* * * * 

All  is  not  well  in  the  Arab  camp  these 
days.  The  recent  announcement  of  the 
Arab  League’s  formation  of  an  Arab  Gov- 
ernment for  Palestine  over  the  strong  pro- 
tests of  Transjordan  and  Iraq  is  the  first 
open  indication  of  the  internal  strife  that 
has  been  brewing  within  the  Arab  League. 
It  is  well  known  that  King  Abdullah  of 
Transjordan  has  lofty  ambitions  to  annex 
the  Arab  part  of  Palestine.  If  this  dissen- 
tion  in  the  Arab  League  continues,  there 
is  a good  possibility  that  he  will  withdraw 
his  troops.  Since  the  Arab  Legion  is  the 
most  efficient  Arab  striking  force,  such  a 
withdrawal  would  spell  complete  disaster 
for  the  Arab  attack  against  Israel. 

* * * * 

A further  testimony  of  the  Israeli  Gov- 
ernment’s democratic  treatment  of  minori- 
ties within  its  boundaries  is  illustrated  in 
the  numerous  appointments  of  Arabs  to 
official  positions.  Amongst  these  is  the  ap- 
pointment of  a deputy  commander  of  pol- 
ice in  the  Nazareth  area  as  well  as  thirty 
Arab  constables  in  Nazareth  and  twenty-five 
in  Jaffa.  The  Israeli  Government  has  sworn 
an  Arab  as  magistrate  for  the  Nazareth  area. 
* * * * 

Jews  everywhere  will  welcome  the  deci- 
sion to  separate  the  Executive  of  the  World 
Zionist  Organization  from  the  State  of  Is- 
rael. This  clearly  establishes  the  fact  that 
the  World  Zionist  Organization  can  now 
function  autonomously  without  influence 
from  the  State  of  Israel.  And  conversely, 
the  Israeli  Government  can  now  operate 
within  the  State  of  Israel  without  Diaspora 
interference. 

Prior  to  the  separation  there  wore  six 
Israeli  Cabinet  Ministers  on  the  Executive 
of  the  World  Zionist  Organization.  There 
is  now  only  one  Israeli  representative  who 
is  given  a seat  without  portfolio. 

An  important  effect  of  the  separation 
is  to  enable  Jews  in  the  Diaspora  to  main- 
tain unchallenged  their  fullest  loyalty  to 
their  native  land.

on  him;  and  to  our  G-d  for  He  will 
abundantly  pardon”  (Isaiah  55.7).  Be  it 
noted,  however,  that  it  is  the  sinner  that 
is  forgiven  by  repentance,  not  the  sins. 
Therefore  there  must  be  utmost  endeavour 
to  undo  the  guilty  action,  and  every  effort 
made  to  conciliate  him  whom  we  have 
wronged.  Reparation  and  reconciliation 
are  the  tests  of  our  sincerity.  Rabbi  Elazar 
ben  Azaryah,  is  the  author  of  the  sublime 
saying,  “For  transgressions  against  G-d,  the 
Day  of  Atonement  atones;  but  for  trans- 
gressions against  a fellow-man,  the  Day 
of  Atonement  does  not  atone,  so  long  as 
the  sinner  has  not  redressed  the  wrong 
done,  and  conciliated  the  man  he  has  sinned 
against.”  This  has  become  the  authorative 
teaching  of  the  Synagogue.

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HIGH  HOLIDAY  NOTES 

Rosh  Hcishonoh  — The  first  day  of 
the  Hebrew  month  of  Tishre  marks  the  be- 
ginning of  the  New  Year. 

Selichos  — Special  propitiatory  prayers, 
said  every  morning  beginning  with  mid- 
night Saturday  night  before  Rosh  Hashonoh 
(September  25)  and  continuing  every  morn- 
ing thereafter  until  the  holiday. 

Shafar  — The  shofar  is  the  clarion  call 
to  the  Jew  to  discard  the  materialism  in 
which  he  has  been  engrossed  and  to  con- 
sider the  better  and  finer  qualities  of  life. 
It  announces  the  approach  of  the  Day  of 
Judgment.  It  reminds  us  of  our  glorious 
past,  calls  to  attention  our  great  hopes  for 
the  future  and  moves  us  to  make  our  lives 
more  meaningful  and  help  to  make  the 
•^orld  a better  one  in  which  to  live. 

Tashlich  — Consists  of  a simple  ceremony 
performed  after  the  afternoon  services  of 
the  first  day  of  the  New  Year.  The  wor- 
shippers go  to  some  water  course — river, 
lake,  brook  or  stream,  and  recite  special 
prayers  found  in  the  “Machzor.”  One  of 
the  interpretations  of  the  Tashlich  is  that 
while  gazing  at  the  beauty  of  the  water 
course,  we  begin  to  think  about  the  creation 
of  the  world  which  took  place  according  to 
Jewish  tradition  on  the  New  Year.  We  are 
then  impressed  by  the  greatness  of  G-d,  the 
Creator  of  all  nature  and  we  are  filled  with 
sorrow  for  our  sins. 

New  Year’s  Customs: 

1.  New  Year  Greetings : L’Shonoh  Tovoh 
Tikosev  vesechosem.  “May  you  be  in- 
scribed and  sealed  for  a good  year.” 

2.  Dipping  in  honey.  It  is  customary  at 
the  beginning  of  the  meal  on  the  first  night 
of  Rosh  Hashonoh  to  dip  a piece  of  bread 
or  apple  in  honey,  to  symbolize  our  hope 
that  the  coming  year  will  be  a sweet  one. 

3.  Challah : Challah  is  baked  in  the  form 
of  a round  loaf  symbolic  that  the  year  may 
roll  smoothly  around  without  mishap  or 
sorrow. 

4-  No  sour  or  pickled  foods  are  used. 

5.  Shehecheyonu : The  blessing  pronounc- 
ed over  a new  fruit  enjoyed  for  the  first 
time  in  the  season.  This  blessing  is  also 
recited  over  the  Ividdush  and  at  the  light- 
ing of  the  candjes  on  both  nights. 

Fast  oj  Gedaliah  — The  day  following 
Rosh  Hashonoh.  This  commemorates  the 
murder  of  the  last  ruler,  Gedaliah  of  the 
first  Jewish  Commonwealth.  This  happened 
on  Rosh  Hashonoh,  but  the  fast  is  post- 
poned to  the  day  following. 

Ten  Days  oj  Penitence  — Rosh  Hashonoh 
begins  the  ten  days  of  Penitence  which  end 
with  Yom  Kippur.  Special  prayers  are 
said,  which  contain  supplications  for  a 
happy  New  Year,  the  most  important  of 
these  being  “Ovinu  Malkeinu”  — ‘ Father, 
Our  King.” 


Shabbos  Shuvoh  — The  Sabbath  between 
Rosh  Hashonoh  and  Yom  Kippur  so  called 
because  of  the  prophetic  portion  read  on 
that  day.  Shuvoh  means  return,  return  to 
Jewish  living  through  repentance  and  pro- 
per conduct. 

Kaporoth  — On  the  morning  preceding 
the  Day  of  Atonement  it  is  customary  to 
recite  certain  prayers  and  give  a fowl  to 
the  poor  as  an  offering  to  G-d,  petitioning 
him  for  a year  of  life  and  health.  Money 
may  be  substituted  for  the  ceremony  and 
given  to  the  needy. 

Yom  Kippur  — A day  spent  in  worship 
and  prayer  for  forgiveness,  inspiring  us  to 
seek  peace  of  mind  through  reconciliation 
with  G-d  and  our  fellow  men.  Yom  Kip- 
pur is  a fast  and  yet  a joyful  festival,  for 
the  consciousness  of  spiritual  accomplish- 
ment makes  every  worshipper  feel  happy. 

The  Meal  Before  the  Fast — The  approach 
of  Yom  Kippur  causes  a spirit  of  sanctity 
to  pervade  the  Jewish  home;  especially  dur- 
ing the  last  meal  before  the  fast.  Follow- 
ing the  grace  after  meals,  the  father  blesses 
his  children,  and  then  the  entire  family 
proceeds  to  the  Synagogue. 

Kol  Nidre  — An  absolution  of  vows 
made  unwittingly  at  moments  of  excessive 
zeal.  This  is  an  appropriate  introduction 
to  our  day  of  prayer-  Our  recognition  of 
our  weaknesses  makes  us  feel  humble  and 
contrite ; while  G-d’s  recognition  of  the 
same  encourages  us  to  plead  for  a total 
forgiveness  of  all  transgressions  committed 
in  the  past. 

Neilah  — The  concluding  service  held  on 
Yom  Kippur.  The  day  declines,  the  last 
rays  of  the  sun  vanish,  the  gates  of  heaven 
are  about  to  be  closed,  the  final  decree  for 
the  coming  year  is  unknown,  the  last  effort 
to  improve  it  must  be  made.  The  air  re- 
sounds with  the  pleadings  of  the  worship- 
pers: 

Open  Thou  the  gate,  0 Lord 
Yea,  even  as  it  swingeth  closed, 

For  lo,  the  day  declineth  fast. 

As  the  day  doth  wane,  0 Lord, 

Yea,  even  as  the  sun  doth  set, 

0 let  us  enter  in  Thy  gate.
